Pensions and Loyalty. 
From the Washington Patriot. 

It is semi-oflicially announced by the Com- 
Pensions that in administering 
the act of February l4th, 1871, granting pen- 
sionsto the survivors of the war of 1812, when 
witnesses testify to the loyalty of a claimant, 
their own loy alty must be shown by the e ertifi- 
cate of an officer of the United States Court, 
United States Commissioner, or an officer of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. The rule ab- 
plies only to the South, and no question is 
raised at the North 

By this bigoted regulation there is to be one 
law for the Northeru people and another for 
the Southern. According to the usual form 
heretofore in similar cases, a claimant was re- 
quired to make oaththathe had at no time 
rendered aid and comfort’’ to the rebellion, 
and to prove the same by the affidavits of two 
disinterested witnesses, Whose creJibility had 
to be certified by the clerk of a court of re- 
cord. 

But now the Southern soldier is obliged to 
prove the loyalty of his witnesses by a certifi- 
cate which it may be impracticable to obtain. 
A claimant may be able to establish his rights 
by twenty witnesses, and if they happen Vol: 
untarily or compulsorily to have aided the re-

‘Death of Gen. Boyle. 

The people of Louisville experienced a 
sudden shock yesterday afternoon, on the 
announcement of the death of Gen. 
J. T. Bortm- It came 80 sudden, 
swift, that people were loth 
to believe the unwelcome intelli- 
gence. On Thursday Gen. Bort was ap- 

parentiy enjoying unusual good health, and 
was out, visiting various places in the 
city without giving any sign of the 
impending peril. Yesterday morning 
he complained of great uneasiness 
in his stomach with cramp, for which his 
physician gave him a prescription. Not 
he or his family entertained. any. apprehen- 
sions that the sickness was more than a 
trifling disorder which would soon pass 
away. About 3 o'clock r. u. he remarked 


to his wife that the cramp was going to 


his head, and almost instantly afterward 
his life was brought to a sudden close by 
a seizure of apoplexy. 

General JEREMIAH T. Boye was born 
in Mercer county, Kentucky, and was 
fifty-three years of age last May. He 
was a son of Chief Justice Joun BOY Le, 
one of the most illustrious Judges that 
Kentucky ever possessed. His mother 
was a Miss Thron, a name well known 
in Kentucky. General Born was edu- 
cated with a great deal of eare, both at 
home and at school, and was a graduate 
of Princeton College, New Jersey. He 


der the name of Bomm & Mays. The 
succeeding year the county of Boyle was 
established, Danville being made the 
county seat, and he removed there, where 
he practiced his profession up tothe break- 
ing out of the late war, being in the mean- 
time appointed Attorney for the Common- 

wealth, a position he resigned in order to 

attend to his lucrative practice. He at- 

tained considerable distinction at the bar, 

and was conceded to be an eloquent advo- 
cate and excellent counselor. 

Some years after removing to Danville 
he married a daughter of the late Hon. 
Simmon Anpenson, of Garrard county, 
member of Congress. He then formed a 
partnership with his brother-in-law, WX. 
C. ANDERSON, who was afterward elected 
to Congress. 

In the great contest in Kentucky, pre- 
paratory to the election of delegates to 
frame a new constitution for the State, 
Gen. Boyz threw himself into the contest 
with a great display of zeal as the advocate 
of the emancipation of the slaves, and, both 
by his pen and eloquence before the people, 
proved himself one of the ablest champions 
of that cause in the State. 

When the civil war commenced General 
BoyLe became a very decided supporter of 
the Union cause and raised a regiment for 
the service. For meritorious conduct in 
the field he was made a Brigadier-General. 
Soon after his elevation to this position he | 
was ordered to take command of the De- 
partment of Kentucky and was placed at | 
the head of military affairs in the State. | 
This was, from the peculiar situation, a 
most trying position, especially for a native 


ustice, such the noble and magnanimous 
character of his disposition, that he dis- 
charged these onerous duties with fullness 
of fidelity and the approval of those who 
knew the motives of his administration. 
During his connection with the army he 
participated in the battle of Shiloh, com- 


distinction for several years in the Depart-

General BoyLe was a man of untiring 
energy and industry, and everything cal- 
culated to promote the material prosperity | 
of the State found in him an able and will- 
ing advocate. He was the first person that | 
urged the street railways of Louisville, and 
it is, perhaps, owing to his indefatigable 
labors in this behalf that the city now en- 
joys the benefits of such an excellent sys- 
tem. He was President of and organized | 
the original company, and under his direc- 
tion and supervision the first street railway 
was built, and this too at a time when the | 
difficulties surrounding the undertaking 
scemed almost insurmountable, 

Soon after the close of the civil-war he 
took hold of the Edgefield and Henderson 
railroad, which had been dragging along 
with great difficulty for several years, and, 
with his usual zeal and energy, imparted 
life to that enterprise. For the purpose of 
giving it a start he was compelled to visit 
Europe to negotiate with the French stock- 
holders of the road, and so successful was 
he in his negotiations that upon his return 
he was able to prosecute the work with 
great vigor to a successful completion. 
‘The completion of that road was mainly 
due to Gen. BoyLe’s singular abilities. 
Since its completion he has devoted him- 
self to the inauguration of the narrow- 
gauge railroads in Kentucky, and, with 
great felicity of argument upon the subject, 
has commanded the attention of the public | 
mind. That valuable method of cheap 
railways for facilitating transportation has 
met with a severe disaster in the death of 
Gen. BoyLe. 

Gen. BoyLe was a man of great firmness 
of character; whatever he did he did with 
enthusiastic fervor, and whatever he un- 
dertook he generally carried through to 
successful completion. Hewasa man of

He was a man of quick impulses, 

hasty to form judgment, but ever ready to 
forget and to forgive. In his private life 
he was amost exemplary Christian, a kind 
and affectionate husband, an indulgent fa- 
ther, and strongly attached to the do- | 
mestic circle of which he was the 
light and life.

The Artifice of Pleasing. 

The August number of the Atlantic 
Monthly contains a batch of letters from 
the well-filled portfolio of Mr. James T. 
Fils, whose previous epistolary tran- 
scriptions out of Tuackreray and Haw- 
THORNE made such agreeable and sug- 
gestive reading. The present installment 
was furnished by CHARLES Dickens, be- 
ginning with the year 1859 and running 
down to 1868. The greater part of the 
correspondence relates to the finally exe- 
cuted visit to America, which Mr. Fre.ps 
seems to have agitated late and early dur- 
ing ten years, and the whole of it abounds 
in that breezy, britishy, bozzy spirit which 
was equally characteristic of the story- 
teller's person and books. The letters, 
strung together by a few explanatory 
scraps, give the reader a graphic notion of 
Mr. Dickens, who had a wonderful happy 
knack of presenting himself, to the public 
and to his friends, in a guise at once off- 
hand and melodramatic, carefully set and 
attractive, 

We are wont to make outcry against

Mr. DICKENS was by no means a gush- 
ing thing,” like the younger Miss Prcx- 
sx Y. He was what hunters call n cold- 
nosed dog,” but beautifully trained; and, 
when so much is said of him, it must not 
be taken as a harsh or even an uncompli- 
mentary comment. A cokl-nosed dog, 
personalized, may be a very upright and a 
very useful member of society, and a eold- 
nosed dog, With a touch of sentiment and 
the gift of blarney, is the most delightful 
creature in the world. He is delightful 
chiefly because of the contrast which we 
feel, if we do not clearly perceive it, be- 


. tween his strength, asa man capable of 


large performances, and his geniality and 
condescension with respect to the little 
courtesies and cajoleries, Which, pleas- 
ing us always, please us most when 
they emanate from an unexpected or a dis- 
tinguished source. A cynical person once 
said of an actor who is famous for his 
power in portraying the kindlier emotions, 
and of a surgeon who is famous for his 
bonhommie, Those two men are queer 
specimens of the contradictoriness of human 
nature—one is always suspecting and the 
other always deceiving mankind, and both 
are habitually artificial.” Mr. Dickens was 
habitually artificial in seeking to impress 
those about him, but this artificiality sprang 
from an amiable though a vain origin, the 
desire to. be esteemed, the desire to take 
precedence of, the desire to make a figure 
in the world—but also, be it included, the 
desire to give pleasure. 

It does not appear that Mr. Dickens was 
ever wanting in his duty, when duty inter- 
posed its claims, or that his artificiality ever 
did hurt to any one. However, it seems 
to be established that those who exercise 
greatest control over the emotions of others 
are least emotional themselves. Gushing 
people are rarely masters of other people. 
That which moves the passions of masses 
is artistic, not genuine, gush. The actor 
and the orator dare not lose themselves in 
theirown sentiments lest they miss their 
grip upon the sentiment of their audience. 
Thus the very act of starting laughter and 
tears begets a self-composure, not to say a 
coldness, in the most eloquent of public 
speakers and the intensest of players. 
Hence the selfishness which is alleged 


| against the greatest orators and the cyni- 


cism which is too often a characteristic of 
the greatest actors—they come to look upon 
the human nature which they move with 
suspicion and contempt. 

The letters of Mr. Dickens, like his 
speeches, are very charming indeed. The 
traits we have noticed run through them, 
but the workmanship is deft. Mr. Dick- 
ENS enjoyed life heartily; and he enjoyed 
acting heartily. 
pleasure it gave him—for the pleasure it 
gave him out of its abundance. But he 
enjoyed acting because of the effects it 
produced; and he carried this even into his 
notelets, which are models of finished care- 
It may be doubted whether, had 
he been perfectly natural, he had been nearly 
so agreeable, for naturalness is some times 
exceedingly disagreeable, being as often 
the offspring of an undigested breakfast or 
atight boot as of a more genial paternity. 

After all, this beautiful quality of pleas 
ing is very much affected by conditions. 
A bandsome fortune or person, a distin- 
guished name, a great establishment, are 
wonderful accessories, We enjoy the un- 
bending of a great man, the wit of a rich 
man, the hospitality of a celebrated man, 
cousiderably more than we enjoy the same 
ease, humor and heartiness from one no 
Nigger in fame or estate than ourselves. 
It is not very honorable to our independ- 
ence, but the sturdiest of Democrats may 
easily be seduced into practical tuft-hunt- 
ing of the snobbiest kind if his weaker 
side be tempted. 

Mr. Dices career was a fairy tale. 
He began it without money, but with every 
other possession, and, achieving money in 
abundance, he united to his power to make 
people happy the wish to do so, and no 
man ever succeeded better for the reason 
that no man, with equal resources, ever 
tried harder.
